A Teſtimony, how the Lord ſent G. F. forth at 
firſt, in the Year 1643.” 


HEN the Lord firſt ſent me forth in the Year 
1643. T was ſent as an Innocent Lamb (and The Ter when 
Young in'Years) amongſt (Mer in the Natare = = wort 
_ of) Wolves, Dogs, Bears, Lions and Tigres 7 declare bis 
into the World, which the Deyi/ had made Trub. 
, *®.= like a Wildernefs, no- right Way zhez found 
out of it. And'I was ſent To Turn People from Darkneſs to the Light, 
which Chri/?, the Second Adam, did Enlighten them withal ; that fo 
they might ſee Chrift, their Way .to God, with the Spirit of God, 
which' he doth' pour upon all:Fleſh, that with it they might have an 
Underſtanding to*know the'Thiygs of God, and to: know him, and 
bis Son Jeſu Chriſt, which is Eternal Life ; and ſo might, worſhip 
and ſerve the Living Goa, their Maker and Creator, who takes Care 
for. all, who is Lora of all; and with the Light and Spire of God 
they might know the Seriprgres, which were given forth from the 
Spirit of God in the Saints, and Holy Men and Women of God. 
And when many began to be turned to'the Light (which is the 
Life in Chriſt )' and the Spirit 'of God, which gave them an Unders 
ſtanding, and had found the Path of the Juſt, the Shining Lighr, 
then ''did the Wolves, Dogs; Dragons, Bears, Lions, Tipres, Wi [d 
Beaſts and Birds of Prey make a Roaring and a Screeching Noiſe 
againſt the Lambs, Sheep, Doves and A of Chriſt, and were ready

to devour them and me, and to tear us to pieces. But the Lords 
Arm and Power did preſerve me; though many times I was in 
Danger of my Life, and very often caft into Dangeons and Priſons, 
and haled before Magiftretes. But all things did work together for 
good: And the more I was caft into outward Priſons, the more 
People came out of their Spiritual and Inward Priſon» (through the 
Preaching of the Goſpel ) But the Prieffs and Profeſſors were in 
ſuch a great Rage, and made the Rude and Profane People in fuch © 
a Fury, that I could hardly walk in the Streets, or go in the High- 
ways, but they were realy oft-times. to do me a Miſchief. But 
Chriſt, wh6 hath all Power in Heaven and in the Earth, did fo reſtrain 
and limit them with his Power, that my Life was preſerved ; though 
many times I was near killed. 

Oh! the Burdens and Travels, that I went under! Often my Life 
preſt down under the g $2 of Profeſſors and Teachers without Life, 
and the Profane ! And beſides, the Troubles afterwards with Back- 


ſliders, Apoſtates and falſe Brethren, which were like ſo many Judas's 


in betraying the Trath, and God's Faithful and Choſen Seed, and 
cauſing the Way of Truth to be evil ſpoken of ! But the Lord blaſted, 
waſted and confounded them, ſo that none did ſtand long ; for the 
Lord did either deſtroy them, or bring them -to nought, and his 
Truth did* flouriſh, and. his People in &,' to the Praiſe of God, who 
is the Reyenger of his Choſen. | |

And Friends never feared: their 4#s, nor Priſons, nor Goals, nor 

Houſes of Correition, nor Baniſhments, nor Spoilings of Goods; nay, "WV 
nor Life it ſelf, And there was never any Perſecation, 'that came, 
but we ſaw, it was for Good; and we looked upon it to be Good, as 
from God: And there was never any Priſons, that I was in, or Saffer- 
zngs, but ſtill it was for the bringing Multitudes more out of Pryſox : 
For they that Impriſoned the Truth, and Quenched the Spirit in them- 
"* ſelves, would priſon it, and quench it without them, © So that there 
was a Time, when there were ſo many in Priſon, that it became as a 
By-word, Truth was ſcarcely any where to be found, bat in Goals. 

And after that the King came in, divers Friends ſuffered much, ;,x...,.: -, 
becauſe they would not Drink the King's Health, and lay, God bleſs wot Drinking 
the King; ſo that many times Friends were in Danger of their Lives tb Xiu's 
by rude Perſons, who were ready to run them through with their ©" 
Swords for refuſing it ; until the Kzzg gave forth a Proclamation as 
gainſt Drinking Healths, For we were and are againſt all Drinking 
Healths and Exceſs, both before his Coming in, and after ; and we 
deſire the Kzrg's good, and that the Bleſſings of God might come 
upon him, and all bis Subjetts, and all People upon the Face of the 
Earth. * And. we did deſire People not to Drink the Kyjng's Health, 
© but let him have his Health, and all People elſe; and ſo to Drixk for 
© their own Health and Neceſſity only : For that way of Drinking 
* Healths, and to Exceſs, was not for the King's Health, nor their 
© own, nor any others, Which Exceſs often brought forth Quarrelling 
© and Deſtroying one another; for they deſtroyed the Creation, and 
© one another : And this was nat for the Kings Wealth, nor Health 
© nor Honour ; but might grieve him to have the Creatures deſtroyed, 
© and his Subjefts. And ſo, the Lord's Power gave us Dominion 
over that alſo, and all our other Sufferings. | | 

But Oh! the Number of Safferers in the Common Wealth's days, 
and in O. Protefor's days, and fince! Bur eſpecially they, that- were _ 
haled before their Corrs, for not Paying Tithes, and not Swearing in _ "gs od 
their Jaries, and for not putting oft their Hats, and for going. to O. C's pig 
Meetings on the Firſt-Days ( under pretence of breaking the Sabbath ) *<- 
and other Meetings in the Week-Days ; who were abuſed both in the 
Meetings, and on the High-ways ! Oh, how great were the Safferings Sufferings fot 
we then ſuſtained upon theſe Accounts! For ſometimes they would TR 
drive Friends by Droves into the Priſon-houſes ( like Pexfo/ds) and 
there keep them on the Firſf-Days ; and then take their Horſes: from 
them, and keep them for pretended Breach of their Sabbath : Though 
they would Ride in their Coaches, and upon their 'Fat Horſes to 
the Steeple-houſes themſelves, and yet puniſh others. And many 
Fricads were turned out of their Copyholds and Cuftomary Tene- 
ments, becauſe they could not Swear ; And-as they. went to Meetings, 
they have been Stoned through the Streets; and cruelly abuſed: other- | 
wile, And many were Fined with great Fives, and lay long in S#fcring: for 
Priſos for -not putting off their Hes; but Friends could never pay ** 
them, though they kept them in. Priſon, till they had fatisfied their 
own Wills upon them ; and at laſt turned them out, after they had 
kept them a Tear, or more, in Priſons.

hood was changed, that took them : And that Chriſt ſent forth his x2 
( andafter, 7o ) Diſciples, and ſaid unto them ; Freely they had recei- 
ved, and freely they were to give, And fo all that are Tranſgreſfors, 
and do not obey the DoArine and Command of Chriſt therein, we 
cannot receive them. RY | 

both before and fince 
the Kjng came in; becauſe they could not Swear in Obedience 
to the Command of Chri# and the Apoſte*s, who forbad all Swearing. 
And Tenths were offered up in the time of the Law; but all muſt 
be offered up in the time of the Goſpel for Chri#*s ſake, For there 
were no Tithes nor Swearing before the Fell; and ſo there are none again 
to be in the Reſtoration by Chrift. And though Swearing was in the time 
of the Law; yet our Tea is to be Tea, and our Nay to be Nay in the 
time of the Goſpel. | 

And ſeveral Books T was moved to give forth againſt Swearing, and 
that our Tea and Nay might be taken inſtead of an Oath ; and if we 
broke that, let us ſuffer the ſame Puniſhment, that they did, that broke 
their Oaths. And in Famaica the Governor granted the thing, and the 
Aſſembly ; and it is alſo granted in ſome other Places : And ſeveral of 
the Parliament-Mex in England have acknowledged the Reaſonableneſs 
of the thing. For the true Oath of God was but to tie People to ſwear 
by the Lord, and to ſay, and to do Truth, fince Man and Womaa fell, 
in the time of the Law, and not before the Fall : And this was the 
Oath, that Chrift came to fulfil and end ; and he faith, Swear not at 
all, AndI fay, Chrif fulfils and ends this Oath, which Men were to 
perform to the Lord, who performs Gods Oath, which he ſware by 
himſelf, and fulfils that ; and he ſets up Tea, Yes, and Nay, Nay inftead 
thereof : Concerning which I and my Friends have written at large 
in our Books touching this Subjet. And the Magiſtrates, after ſome 
time, when they ſaw our Faithfulneſs in Tea and Nay, they that were 
Moderate ( both before and fince the Kzzz came in ) would put 
Friends into Offices without an Oath : But they that were Cruel and 
Envious, would fine Friends to get Money of them ; though Friends 
could not pay them any. 

And thus the Lord's Power hath carried us through all, and over all, 
to his Everlaſting Glory and Praiſe! For Gods Power, which was be- 
fore the Devil's was, hath been our Hedge, our Wall, and our Keeper, 
and the Preſerver of his Plants and YVineard,who have not had the Me- 
giftrates Sword and Staff to help them, nor never truſted in the Arm 
of Fleſþ : And have gone without Judas his Bag, or the 6g 4h 
Swordand gc 4 to preach the Mord of Life, which was in the Begin- 
ing, before they were ; which Word reconciles to God. And Thou. 
ſands have received the Word of Reconciliation, and are born again

Andall thoſe Laws, that were already made, and the Oath, which ber made\fince 
they impriſon'd us for ( becauſe we could not Swezr at all, in Obe- 12 X%e cane 
dience to the Command of Chriſt Feſw) were never originally in- 
tended againſt us. And yet we ſuffered by: the ſeveral Pozers and 
their Laws ( tho? they did not concern us) both ſpoiling of Goods and 
Impriſonments, even to Death it ſelf. And the Governor of Dover Ca- 
ftle, when the King asked him, If he had diſperſed all the Series 
Meetings ? He ſaid, That he had; bat the Quakers, the Devil hizſe 
could not : For if that he did Impriſon them, and break them ap, they wou 
Meet again; and if he ſhould beat them, and knock them down, or kill 
ſome of them, all was one; they would meet, and not reſiſt again, —— And 
thus the Lord's Power did ſupport them, and keep them over their 
Perſecutors; and made them to Juſtify our Patience and Lamb-like

But the 
Everlaſting Goſpel being preached again by the ſame Holy Ghoſt, as 
the Apoſtles were in ; and received from Heaven, as they received it; 
and many Thouſands having received this Goſpel now again, Mexs- 
Meetings are {et up ( as were in the Days of the Apoſtles) in the Pow- 
er of God, and in the Holy Ghoſt : And Womens-Meetings as Mothers, 
and that they may. be Teachers of good Things, and ſo to ſee, that 
nothing be lacking amongſt them ; and fo to do Good unto all, but 
eſpecially to the Houſbold of Faith. |

Now ſay they, who:keep the Hat on, when they Pray ; This Cover- 
ing of the Woman © the Spirit and Power (which is her Covering, and 
nat the Hat). they the Sperit and Power muſt be Covered, when ſhe Prays 
ed Propheſies, And how can ſhe Pray and Prophefie, when the Spirit and 
Power « Gavered?.

ice, which was ſet up amongſt them. This Judgement, hath not 
only judged us, but alto the Apoſtle : They may as well ſay, He ſer

We never 
uſe to preach up ſuch things, who are come to the Power of God, be- 
fore Coverings or Hats were. | And many- would not have believed, 
that ever ſuch things would have come forth amongſt us; but now 
they ſee our Comely Order and Pradtice 1s likened tro a Heatheniſh and 
Romiſh Order, and curſt.

And all to be circumſpe&, diligent and careful in all theſe things, 
that in no wiſe God may be diſhonoured ; bur in all things your Lives 
and Words may Preach, that profeſs the Trath. And all them, that 
have gone from England and diſhonoured God beyond Sea, to write 
over Sea, to ſearch out and know the Groand of the Matter, that all 
Obſtraitions that have hindred the Glory of Goa, and the ſpreading of 
his Trath, may be raken away ; that the Lora"s Name may not be 
diſhonoured, nor his Way and Trath evil ſpoken of. And fo, all Re- 
ports being fearched into, in all the Plantations, concerning Friends 
there, that if any one hath done any thing to diſhonour Truth be- 
yond Sea, let them come to Judgment and Condmnation, and give forth 
Papers of the ſame, that the Papers may be fent abroad to take off 


the Reproach from the Innocent, and ſo anſwer the Witneſs of God.

that then there” may be an open'Teſtimozy againſt him in the partica- 
lar, {hewing how that we have no Unity nor Fellowſhip with ſuch 
Workers of Darkneſs, and\ how that they caſt out themſelves from 
amongſt us, being gone from the Life and Power of God; in which 
our Felonſbip is; - And that Copies of the Paper may be read in Meer-

in Oxe: So they muſt bow to the Name of Jeſus, as they have. bowed 
to the Evil, through which they are at difference one among another, 
and not at Unity, but bowing to the: Name of Jeſus brings to Recon- 
ciliation ; for all things in Heaven, and things in Earth, muſt bow at 
the Name of Jeſus, muſt bow at the Power of God, before they be Re- 
conciled in One.

2aly, You muſt bow at the Croſs of Chrift, which is the Power of 
God, which ſince the Apoſtles days the Apoſtate Chriſtians have loſt ; 
and therefore they bow to a Croſs, a Stick, a Stone, a piece of Iron, a 
piece of Wood : Now bowing to the Croſs of Chriſt, which is the Power 
of God, that ſtrikes over the Nature of fallen Man; for who bends, 
and ſubmits, and yields, and bows to the Power of God within, feels it 
to riſe over, and ſtrike over, and work over the'carnal Part, and that 
Part that turns into ungodlineſs, and all that is bad, and-1s a croſs 
to it.

heaps, one againſt another, and Heads of every Charch, and there 
they plead for Sz while rhey live upon the Earth ; 'but the Charch 
that is in God, the Father of Chrift,, doth not ſo; for as Mankind was 
drove from God, they muft come-up again out of that ſtate, where 
they are defiled, and be waſhed, ſanitified and cleanſed, and brought up 
out of the Fall, up to God again.

lowſbip of the ſame : And this is beyond all the Writings, Subſeribings 
and Promiſings to the Charch-Fellowſbips that be amoog the Sons and 
Deughters of Adam in the Fell; that when a Storm comes, or a Tem- 
peft, they fly from their Charch and np both : But the Goſpel 
ſtands, the Charch in God ftands, the Pillar and Ground of Trath; 
which the Gates of Hell cannot preyail agaialt. 

4thly, The worſhip of God is in' the Spzrit and in the Truth, that's 
the Publick Worſhip which Chri/ ſet up; he preached it when he put 
down the. Worſbip at the Mountain, and at Jers/a/ew, and ſaid, God i 
a Spirit ; and « & that worſhip him, muſt worſhip him in Spirit and 
Truth; end the bour is come, and now us, that the Father ſeeks ſuch to wore 
ſoip him : Then the Hour was, that Worſhip was ſet up, above Six- 
zeen bundred Years ſince, when he denicd and put down the Worſhip 
at the Mountain and at Jeruſalew, where the Fore-fathers worſhip- 
ped : So this Worſhip in the Spirz* and in the Truth, was contrary

to the Fore-fachers : This is the Publick Worſhip, and this is not pri- 
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vate nar particular; the Nations Worſhips are particular, which the (Wo 


Sons of Adam are broken into the ſeveral Worſhips one againſt ano- 
ther ; but this Worſhip in the Spirit and in the Trath, hits all Men 
and Women ; they muſt come to the Spirit in themſelves, and the 
Trath in the inward parts ; this is oublick, this is not a private Wor- 
ſhip, but brings .every Man and Woman to the Spirit of Godin their 
own Hearts, and Trath in their inward parts ; in which Spirit .and 
Trath they muſt bow down, and come into it, if they be Wor- 
ſhippers of God in the Truth and in the Spiriz : And this is the 
ſtanding Worſhip 'that Chriſt preach*'d up, atop of the Hill; 
where the Fore-fathers had worſhipped: And this Worſhip is 
over the Worſhip that was at Jers/alew, and over the Worſhip 
that was at the Mountain; ſo by this muſt every Man, eve 
Son of Adam, and Daughter, come to the Spirit in their own partt- 
culars, and Truth in themſelves; by which they muſt know God is 
a Spirit, and will be worſhipped in the Spirit, and in the Trath : 
and ſo no Man muſt grieve, nor yex, nor quench the Spirir, but all 
muſt worſhip in it, and they muſt come to the truth 1n the Heart; 
to the hidden Man in the Heart, to a meek and quiet Spirit ; and they 
muſt not rebel againſt the Spirit, if they worſhip in it ; and all comi 

to it, they have the adorning, that which beautifies and adorns them 
in the Eyes of God; none muſt walk gpl againſt the Spjric 
of Grace, nor turn the Grace of Gol into Wantonneſs, if they wpxthip 
God in the Spirit ; if they grieve, vex, quench the Spirie of God with- 
in, and turn the Grace of God into Wartonneſs, and walk deſpitefully 
againſt the Spirit of God, and rebel againſt the Spiric of God within, 
and are haters of the Light : Theſe go from the publick Worſhip of 
God in the Spirit and Truth, to the | peg age which fallen Men have 
invented ; but they that worſhip in the Spirit and in the Trath, 
are in that which the Dev4l is out of, and the Dragons Worſhip, and 
the Beaſi*s Worſbip, and theWill-Worſhip are out of ; who worſhip in 
the Truth and in the Spirit, are over all theſe Worſhips : For Trath is 
before they all were ( and the Spirit ) and will ſtand when they are 
all gone. | | 

gs TY To pray in the Spirit, this was publick, the publick Prayer. 
ſet up among the Chriſtians; . the Temple was the publick Place of 
Prajer among the Jews ; but to pray in the Spiri#, which is the Pabe 
lick Prayer ſet up by the Apoſtles : Every Man, every Woman then muſt 
come to the Spirze of God in their own ſelves; for it will give 
them Under/tanding and Kyowledge, and give them Inſtraftion, it 
will help their Infzmities, it will let them ſee their wants. So, in that 
muſt every Son and Daughter of Adam pray in the Spirit to God 
who is a Spirit : And this is Peblick, the Spirit of God in every Man 
and Woman to pray with unto God, who is a Spirit ; then in this 
Spirit have they Fellowſbip and Unity, and a Boxd of Peace; and this 
moderares all People, and mortifies, circumciſeth and baptizeth. (Now, 
who grieves, and quenches, and vexes, and rebels againſt the Spirit of 
God within, 1n which they ſhould pray, they are like the Jews, Bab- 
ters, and go into the particular Forms,and go from the Pablick; which 


is Univerſal, whereby all Men and Women mult pray to Goa, Pol | 
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a Spirit, in the Spirit, and keep out of the particular: One hath one.

the praying in the Spirit is general, by which every Man and Woman 
might ſee their Neceſſities and Warts, and turn to God, who is a Spi- 
rit, for his help : For Chriſt the quetoing Sprrit, and the Spirit of the 
Lord within, is that which brings People to lift up their Eyes ro the 
Lord in Spirit and Trath, and to watch and pray, by which they 
know Temptations; and the Spirit giveth them Underſtanding, and 
Wiſzom and Power to withſtand them. 

6thly, Singing in the Spirit is Publick ; every Man and every Wo- 
man in the whole World, they muſt not grieve it, not vex it, if they 
fog in it ; and this is Publick : But they that go from the Spirit of 
God within, they go into the particular ſinging, inventing this: ns 
and that thing, and then one will do it, and another will not doit, an 
ſo there is no true Fellowſhip, becauſe it is not done in the Spirit ; and 
there is no true Fellowſhip in their Worſbipping, nor in their Praying, be- 
cauſe jt is not done in the Spirit ; for the true Fellonſbip in Singing, in 
Praying, in Worſhipping of God, 1s in the Spirit of God, which the De- 
vil is out of; for 1n that is the Boxd of Peace. | 

-1thly, The Teachers of the World told us (who calPd themſelves 
Miniſters of Chriſt) That they had receved a Gift from Chrift, who 
did aſcerid on high, and led Captivity captive ; and this Gift was for 
the work of the Miniſtry, and for rhe perfeCting of the Saints, and 
how that they were to bring People to the Knowledge of the Sori 
of God, from whence they had received this Gift, and to the Unit 
of the Faith, which Faith gives theViQtory, and brings to have acceſs 
to God, and alſo to a perfe&t Man's State, and to the Meaſure of the 
Stature of the fulneſs of Chriff, And thus People fotlowed them, 
and were glad that they would bring them to a perfe&t Man's State, 
that is,to the State of Adam and Eve before they fell;for they were per- 
fe then ; and when we had followed them, ſome twenty, ſome thirty, 
ſome more, ſome leſs Years; then they told us again, that they ho 
we would not look for Perfetion while we are upon the Earth, on this 
ſide the Grave, for we muſt carry a Body of Sin about us; and they 
hoped we would not. look for Perfe&tion, and would not hold the 
Erronious DoQtrine of Perfe&tion ; and yet told us, as before, That 
they would bring us to a perfe&t Man's State; and fo we looked they 


would have fulfilled their Words; for we have given our Money, and 


have ſpent our Labour in following after them, and hoped they would 
have fulfilled their Words, and brought us to the Kowleape of the Son 
God, and ſo to the Unity of the Fatth, and to a perfe&t Man's tate, to 
our Father Adam's and Eve's ſtate before they fell ; and now they 
have gotten our Money, they hope we will not look for PerfeQtion 
here. Oh, Decezvers ! We will never ſet foot more after them, who 
will neither fulfil their Words, nor give us our Morey back again ; for 
we gave our Money, that they ſhould bring us to the Kyowledge of the 
Son of Goa, and to the Unity of the Faith, and bring us to a perfet

And this is the Praftice of the 
Spirit of all the Apoſtatized Chriſtians, from the Primitive Spirit, 
which was among the Chriſtians, which was the Spirzt of Chrilt, Sg 
thar Spirit that Jobs ſet up Ordinances, Commazydments, Ways, Raligi- 
ons, Worſhips, and Perfecute others becauſe they will not obſerve 
them ; this 1s the Spirit of the World, that Juſfts to, Envy, and not 
the Spirit of Chrift: And alſo thoſe are the Works of Men - which 
they Perſecute about, and not the Works of Chrift, which neither 
he nor. his Apafties perſecuted about. .

And by this Word, the Minifter 
of the Word preaches _ Word, Life, Death and Reſurrefion : And 
therefore as John faith in his Epiſtle, That which our Eyes have ſeen, our

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Worſhip God in the Spirit and Truth : And is not the Spirit within, 
and rhe Truth in the inward parts? For, Do zot. you know that your 
Bodies are the Temples of the meh Ghoſt, which is the Holy Spirit? And 
can any Worſhip God, who # a Spirit, in the Truth, but they muſt 
come to the Spirit and the Truth of God in their own Hearts ? Here 
we ſet up the Publick and Temple Worſhip, which Chriſt ſet up, 
which every Man and Woman in the World muſt come to, Truth in 
the inward parts, and the Spirit of God withig them, and Worſhip in 
the Spirit; they muſt be in it, and inthe Truth, to Worſhip the God 
of all Truth, who is a Spiatt.. And this is the Pablick and; Univerſal 
Worſhip; and this brings every, Man and Woman in the World to 
Truth, and the Spirit of God in'their own Hearts : And ſo this brings 
all ro know their Bodies to be the Temples of the Holy Spirit, in which 
they worſhip, as the Jew outward worſhipped in his ourwatd Tem- 
ple : But the Temple, ſince the Apoſtles days, has been fo filled with 
Smoak out of the Bottomleſs Pit, and fo filled with Darkneſs, that no 
Man could enter into the Temple to Worſhip God ; and there the Spi- 
rit of God hath been vexed and grieved: And fo their Propheſie, Reve- 
lation and Viſion hath been denied by the Authors of this Soak ; but 
the Seventh Angel has poured .out his Yo!, that Men begin to: enter 
into the Temple tro Worſhip God in the Spirit and Trath; and the Glo- 
ry of the Lord ſhall fill the Temple. ., And Chriſt and his Apoſtles never 
altered this Worſhip, in the Spirit and in the 7ruth.; rhough'the Beaſt 
and the Whore, the falſe Church have ſet up another Worſhip ſince the 
Apoſtles days: But. all muſt come to Worſhip God in Spire (which was 
before their Worſhip was ſet up) which was ſet up in the Apoſtles days. 
And fo all muſt come to Worſhip God in; the Spirit and in the Trath, 
which was before Maſs-Book was, which got up many Hundred Years 
after Chriſt ; but that is and was the Publick and Univerſal Worſvip, 
ſer up by Chrift the Second Adam, to the Sons of Adam in the Fall, 
which brings every Man and Woman to Truth, and the Spirit of 
God in their own Hearts, in that Spirit and Trath they muſt Worſhip 
God, 

But, cries the World, Did not they Pray in the Temple, the Jew out- 
wara, and muſt not you Pray in the Temple? Yes, the Jews in the Spirit 
prays in his Temple, and fings, and rejoyces in his Temple ; for wha 
Do you not know, that your Bodies are the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt ? 
And fo, if you Pray, you muſt Pray in the Holy Ghoſt, and rejoyce in 
the Ho!y Ghoſt, and ſing in the Spirzt : And how can you ſing, and re- 
joyce and pray 1n the Spirit, wy? muſt go into the Temple, your 
Bogies being the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt ? For the outward Jew his 
Temple was thrown down: And He i not a Jew that is one outward, 
but he i a Jew that is one inward in the Spirit. Stephen was Stoned to 
Death, for denying the Jews outward Temple, and witneſſing Chriſt ; 
and Stephen was full of the Holy Ghoſt; ſo he was the Temple. of the 
Holy Ghoſt : And ſo they whoſe Boajes are the Temples of the Holy 
Ghoſt, are the Temples made without Hands, which are ſet above all 
Temples made with Mens Hands. 

But if you ſay, Did not the Jews Prieſts awell in the Temple, and there 
they were to offer in the Temple ? 


: 
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1667 I anſwer, Yes ; there was but one Temple in the whole World 
SV commanded 


of God, and it was ſet up. at Jeruſalem, and never com- 
manded to be ſet up in England, Ireland, Scotland, France, Spain and 
Rome ; but the Fews were to go either to worſhip at Jeruſalem, and 
there to keep the Feaft of Tabernacles, or elſe their Eyes were to rot 
m their Heads, and their Tongues in their Mouths, and their Ca- 
melts were to die of ſuch and fach Plagues; as 1n Zachary you may 
read. And. they were ro come out of all Nations under Heaven to 
worſhip and keep. the Feaſt of Taþernacles at Jeraſalem and the 
Apoſtles. did there wait, at the time of Pertecoft, to be enducd with 
Power from on High : And fo that Temple wasthrown down about 
Forty Years after Cori. For you that cry up outward Temple- 
worſhip, made with Meris Hands in your own Nations, are worſe 
than the Jews; for they were to-have but one Temple, and -one Peo- 
ple; and that Temple is down, . and the Worfhip ; and he 7s not 4 
Few that is one. outward, but be # a JeW that & one inward ia the Spi= 
7it, And ſo Chriff*'s Worſhip in the Spirit and Truth is fet above 
the Jews outward Worſhip at Jeruſalem, and the Mountain Worſhip 
near Samaria ; andthe Jew inward 1s ſet above the Jew outward ; 
and above the Jews outward Offering in his ontward Temple, and 
the Prieſt having Chambers in the Temple, that was the Place of their 
Offering ; the Jew inward, he offers in his Temple the Spiritual Sa- 
crifices ; and no where elſe doth he offer but in his Temple; for b 

the Spirit, doth he offer to God who is a Spirit. And they that of- 
fered in the Jews Temple, were to wear the holy Garments ; fo are 


you to do that are the true Chriſtians, and are called a Royal Prieſt hood. 


Whar, are all true Chriſtians Prieſts ? Yes : What, are Women Prieſts? 
Yes, Women Priefts. And canMen and Women offer Sacrifices with- 


...Qut. they wear the holy Garments? No: What are the holy Gar- 


merits Men and Women muſt wear ? The fine Linnen ; and they muſt 
go in White : What, is this the Prieſt's Surplice ? Nay ; the Sur- 
plice got up when the fine Linnen, the Righteouſneſs of Saints, and go- 
mg.in White, was loſt. What is the fine Linnen and going in White, 
that this Royal Prieſthood muſt wear, which are the Royal Garments ? 
It is the Ryghteouſneſs of Chriſt, which is the Righteouſneſs of the 
Saints; this is the Royal Garment of the Royal Prieſthood, which eves 
ry one muſt put on, Men and Women ; fo every one put 0: your 
Robes, put on your Garments, the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, as a Cloak, 
that you may offer to the Lord an Offering in Righteouſneſs : You that 
be ſenſible of the Lord's Mercies, offer to him his Praite, his Glory 
and Honour, his Spiritral Sacrifice in your Temple, as the ſweet 
Odours, Myhre and Frankincenſe. And when the Jews "Temple 
was cleanſed, and the Rubbiſh caſt out of it, the Glory of the Lord 
filled the Temple : And when your Temples are cleanſed, and the 
Rubbiſh caſt out of 'your Temples by your High Prieſt Jeſw Chriſt, in 
the Male and the Female, who deſtroys the Devi/and his Works, you will 
witneſs renewing up into the Image of God, into Righteouſneſs and Ho- 
line(s, as Man was in before the Serpent got the Rubbiſh into him. 
So Chrift, who deſtroys the Devil and his Works brings them to 
the State as Man and Woman was in before he got into him, that is, 
into Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, and. up into himſelf, to the Meaſure 
of 
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of the fulneſs of Chriſt, who was glorified with the Father before the

World began : Here the Glory of the Lord will fill every one of Wo 


your Temples, through which you will come to Praiſe the Lord in 
your Temple, and to offer an Offering in Righteouſneſs in your Tem- 
ple by rhe Spirit, a Spiritual Sacrifice to God, who is a Spirit, So here 
you are a Royal Prieſthood, offering up the Spiritual Sacrifices. And 
was not the Jew outward, to have Fire and Lamps burn always in 
his Temple ? And are not the Jews in Spirit always to have the Word, 
which is a Fire in their Temple, and the Light of Chriſt ? For doth 
not Chriſt ſay, Have Oil in your Lamps? And were not their Bodies 
that Lap ? And was there not to be Salt in the Jews Temple, to 
feaſon their Sacrifices ? And fo, are not you to have always Salt in 

our ſelves ( doth not Chriſt ſay ſo? ) by which you may ſavour and 
G ſeatoned, that all your Sacrifices may be ſeaſoned with Sar? And 
you know that the Jews outward were not to offer the Blind, the 
Lame, the Unclean, and the Halt in their Temple ; neither are you, 
that be the Jews in the Spir:t, to offer the Halt, the Lame,the Unclean, 
nor the Swine, nor the Blind ; but the Spiritual Sacrifice with the 
Spirit to God (who is a Spirit) by which Spirit you ſee, and by which 
Spirit you are made clean and ſanctified, and are enabled te miottifie 
that Swiniſh Nature ; by which Spiri: you come to walk upright; 
not to halt; as you walk in the Spirzt, by the Spirit you come to of- 
fer to God the Spiritual Sacrifices. And this is the ſtanding Offering in 
the Temple, which Chri/# your Prieſf dwells in, who ends the Jews 
Prieſts that dwelt in their outward Temple, and their Temple ; and 
ends their Offerings and Sacrifices, and the Blood of Bulls and Goats ; 
Chrift the Offering, once for all their Offerings ; and Chri/ the Ever- 
laſting Covenant, ends the firſt Covenant ; and Chriſt the Temple, 
ends the Jews outward Temple, where their Offerings and Sacrifices 
were, and the Prieſthood, and ſets up the Royal Prieſthood, with his 
Royal Garment, his Righteouſmeſh that ofters to God the Spiritual Sa- 
crifices in the Temple : And fo Chriſt ends all the Types, Figures and 
Shadows, and variable things that were given to Man fince the Fall, 
and held up by the Law, which they were not to add to the Law 
of God, nor take from it ; which ſtood very nigh Two thouſand 
Years : Which Law ſerved till Chri/t came, and was goodin its Place, 
and was added becauſe of Tranſgreſſion-; when many tranſgreſſed 
the Image of God, his Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, and were fallen 
from it, then the Righteous Law, which is Good, ney and Juſt, 
came a-top of Man; and this ſerved (till the Seed Chriſt came) 
with all its Shadows; but Chrift is come, who was the End of the 
Law for Righteouſneſs ſake, to every one that believes ; and in Chriſt 
is ho Shadow, V, —_— nor Twrn:ng, for he was before Shadows were, 
glorified with the Father before the World began ; who is the Fir/# 
and Laſt, the Beginning and Ending, the Top and Corxer-Szone, the chief 
Maſter-Builder, the Elect and Precious One, whom all the Builders in 
all Ages rejeQted, that were of Men, and by Men, and from Men ; 
whom the He:rs of the World caft out, and could not abide that he 
ſhould Reign, whoſe Right it is, though he be the Foundation of 
many Generations, all the Heirs of the World know not his Gene- 
ration; they that are in the Fir# Birth, whoſe Building is not on Chriſt 
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1667 the Rock, but on the Saxd; and therefore have their Houſes of Rcli- 
- gion and Worſhip ſo often been beaten down with the Storms of 


tie Sea, not being __ the Rock Chriſt Jeſs, which is above all the 
Storms and Tempeſts in the World, and betore the Sea was ; who is. 
the Lio» of the Tribe of Judah, and the Roct of David, and the Lamb 
of God which takes amay the Sins of the World: And the Lamb muſt 
have the Viftory over all that are in the Nature of wild Beaſts, wild 
Heifers, Doggs, Wolves and Horſes. And is not this a Myſtery to you 
all, chat the Lamb ſhould take away your Sins, that the Lamb ſhould 
have the Vidtory over the Doggiſh, Wolhſh, Heiferiſh and Swiniſh 
Nature in you, like Horſes or Serpents? The Clean and Holy Lamb 
muſt have the ViRory over all this in you; and therefore joyn to 
him that hath the Victory, who is the Captain of your Salvation, 
who bruiſeth the Serpent's Head ; Chrift the Seed (that is he) that 
breaks the Serpent*'s Power, and cruſheth him to pieces, deſtroying 
him and his Works: Here Chriſt is King of Kings, and Lord of 
Lords, above all Principalities, Powers and Thrones is he aſcended ; 
Mho opens and no Man ſhats, and ſhuts and xo Man opens ; fo he that 
opens to you by his Light, none can ſhut from you, who filleth your 
Lamps with Oil of Gladnefs; and Chriſt ſhuts to all them that deny 
his Light, for they deny hit ; no Man among them then can open ; 
and that makes them go together by the Ears about their Worſhips, 
and Churches, and Scriptures, and to Perſecute one another.: Though 
they do profeſs Chrift, yet denying his Light, rhey deny him : Theſe 
be Anti-Chriſts, that be againſt him, though they do profeſs him ; 
and fuch are by the Liyht condemned, that are againſt the Power of 
God and the Goſpel ; the Power of G94 js the ſavour of Death to them, 
but a favour of .Life to them that be in the Life. And, In me you 
have Peace, ſays Chriſt ; and he gives Peace to them that are in him, 
that no Man can take away : But iz the World you have Troable, faith 
Chriſt: that is, in Adazo, 1n the Fall from Righteouſneſs and Holtneſs ; 
for in Righteouſneſs there 1s Peace, and in Holineſs People fee God; and 
out of this Holrneſs they do not lee God.

and the Turks keep their Sabbath upon the Szxth Day, the Jews upon 
the Seventh Day, and the Chriſtians upon the Firſt Day ; and the Turks 
doth not Perſecute them about Religion, but lets them enjoy their 
Meetings, And the Mogul, it is faid of him, That there have been 
Sixty Sorts of Religions 1n his Country ; but he Perſecutes none for 
their Religion, but lets them have their Meetings, And that all 
that are called Chriſtendom, profeſſing the Name of Chriſt, that they 
{ſhould Perſecute one another, and tear one anether to pieces about 


Worſbip, 
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Worſhip, and Religion, and the Steeple-Hoaſe, which they have given 1667 
the Title of Charch to; which 'isa Title taken from the People, and 
given toan Houſe: And that they ſhould: perſecute one'another about 
eating Fleſh and Fiſh, the Lents, and Holy-Days, and about Faſtings, 
and about White-Coats, Black-Coats, Gardles, 'I ippets and Hoods; 
Altars, Crofſes:and Candlefticks; and about: Proceſlions, .and running; 
to Graves for Relicks, and ſuch vifiting Places. | And that they thar 
profeſs ag goes fall out about outward things,and tear:one another 
to pieces about outward things, and kill, imprifon, andiburn-oneano- 
ther about ſuch things ;- and abour their. Sacraments, and Baptiſms, 
which is Bread, and Water, and Wine; the Kingdom of (rod ſtands not 
in Meats nor Drinks, nor Fleſh, nor Fiſh, nor Holy-Days, nor Faſting = 
Days, nor Tippets, nor Hoods, nor Girdles, nor White-Coats; nor 
Black-Coats, nor Altars, nor Candlefticks, nor Proceſſions, nor Beads, 
'nor Steeple-Houſes':. The K ingdom'of God ſtands in Righteouſneſs, and 
Faith, and Joy in the Holy Ghoſt; and where there is Righteaaſneſs there 
is Peace; and where there is true Faith there 1s Vidory, and Buitdin 
one another up in the Holy Faith; but out of this Faith there 1s no Build- 
ing, no Viftory ; but Caiz, the Sacriticer, perſecuting Abel. : And there- 
fore they are not counted wiſe Men and: wife: Women that perfecute 
one another about ſuch things that the Kingdom of God: ſtands not in.

4s in Heaven: And fo, wilk in the Light as 
Children of the Light and of the Day, | For you know that formerly 
we.did cry againft the Powers of the Earth, becauſe that Judemenr, 
and.

Man, Carnal Men 
may ſet up Worſhips, . who have: not the ſame Spiri#. and /Power..the 
Apoſtles had, And ſuch feads People into Secs and Heaps, and leads

Worſhips, 
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Worſhips, which is not the Way of Truth, nor the Command of Chriſt; 1668 
but on the contrary, 70 love one another. So all that Worſhip in the WWW 
Spirit and Truth, comes to the Spirit and Truth in their own Hearts 
and loves one another, and loves Enemies. And fo as the outward 
Jews Priefts had Chambers in the Temple ; which Prieſts, Chambers and 
Temple Chriſt hath ended. So let Chrift Jeſus now have a Chamber in 
your Temple, tor ſanQifie your Temple, and cleanſe your Temple, thar 
the Glory of the Loyd may fill your Temple: The Jews Priefts wete to 
cleanſe the Temple, and when they had caſt the Rubbiſh out of it, 
the Glory of the Lord filled their Temple : And fo Chrift, as I faid be- 
fore, hath ended the Jews Preſs Chambersand Temple. And fo all 
ye who are Jews inward in the Spirit, let Chrift your Prieſt have a 
Chamber in your Temple, that he may cleanſe your Temple, and 
caſt the Rubbiſh out of it, which is come in by Tranſgreſſion, who 
doth renew you up into the Image of God, as Adem and Eve were in 
| before they fell"; ſo that the Glory of the Lord may fill your Temple, 
And fo as the Jew outward had but one Temple to Worlhip iti, the 
Jew inward muſt not have two; for then they make a Se#, and goes 
from Trath in their own Hearts, and from the Spirit of God. And 
ſo to Worſhip in the Trath and in the Spirit, is to Worſhip in the 
Temple. So every Man and Woman come to this one Temple: Where 
is this one Temple ? Where the Spirit is in the Heart, and the Trath in 
the inward Parts: And this is the Temple that is not made with Hands; 
do you not know #thet your Bodies are the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt ? 
And fo this is the true Worſhip that Chri/t ſer up, in the Spirie and 
in the Truth; every Man and Woman in the whole World muſt come 
to it, the Trath in their own Hearts, that by it they may know the 
Truth, and the God of Truth. And by the Spirit they may know 
God,'who 1s a Spirit, and ſo Worſhip him in- the Spirit and in the 
Truth'; and this is the ſtanding univerſal Worſhip, that Chrif the 
Second Adam, the Lord from Heaven, the Spirtus! Man, ſet up above 
Sixteen hanared Years ſince ; John 4. when he denied the Mountain 
Worſhip, where Jacob's Well was, and the Temple Worſhip' of the 
outward Jews at Jeruſalem, where they went to the outward Temple 
Yearly to Worſhip. And ſo every one are to Worſbjp in the Spirit, 
and come to the Spirit and Truth in their own Hearts; and in that 
to Worſhip the God of Truth,” who is a Spirit, -as Chrift command- 
ed. And fo by the Spirit of Truth, they come to Jeraſalem which 
is above, which cometh down'out of Heaven from God. So this is a 
true; certain, ſtanding, infallible and perfect Worſhip ; for Truth and 
the Spirit of God is certain, infallible and perfe&; and fo this Wor: 
ſhip isa certain perfe&t Worſhip. And fo every 'one, as I faid before, 
come to the Truth in our own Hearts, and tothe Spirit of God,' or 
elfe you cannot! Worſhip the God' of Truth, who is a Spirit :- And 
every. Man that Worſhips in the whole World; who would find this 
Spirit and Truth, they muſt go into the Temple:

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<- > Þ Rrjexds, To call Men Maſters or Gracious Lora, and putting off the 
Epit. 261. Hat to them, and the Man's Scraping with his Foor, and the Wo- 


man's making a Carchey. Thelſe Titles and Faſbions not giving and ob- 
ſerving, doth not break the Law of Chriſt, nor of God,which reſpe&s no 
Man's Perſon, but they are the cuſtoms of Nations which are vain; and 
the great Manners and Civilities that les among Chriſtians, is in laying 
You to one Man, and the Man's putting off his Ha, and {ſcraping 
with his Foot, and the Woman's bending her Kees; and in theſe and 
ſuch like things lies their Civilities, ther Honour and Manners, and 
Well-Breeding, as they call it: But the right Manners is to keep People 
from evil Words, which corrupts good Manzers, and God's 'Law; and 
Chriſt reſpe&s no Man's Perſon: And Man and Woman. in their 
not Towing, nor Scraping and Bowirg, are not unmannerly, nor uncivil : 
for Man was forbidden by the Ange! to bow to him,.but to bow to 
Goa, and to Worſhip him, and to bow at the Name of Jeſus, who is called, 
The Power of God; and the Word of God; tor the Angel aid to John, 
he was his Fellow-ſervant. So Servants were not to bow one to ano- 
ther ; and if they do, is it not reproved by the Agel, and reproved 
by Chriſt, the feeking Honour one of another ? For how can you believe,

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the Light ; I ſay, is condemned by the Light, and muſt be exe- 
cuted and killed, and ſtoned with the Living Srone, and run thorow 
with the Living Sword, and hammered down with the Liviag Ham- 
mer to pieces, and burnt up with the Livins Fire, and fo made an 
end of : For that which leads into Looſnefs, Whimſies, Imaginations, 
falſe Viſions, though it be condemned, yer, if it be not execurtcd, it is 
in danger toriſe again ; and if it rife again, and pet over you, it will 
be your Ruler, if it get out of Priſon and be alive, and not executed : 
For, after a thing 1s condemned, as Drunkennels, Adultery, Fornica-

the Execution comes afterwards. And therefore, after Condemnation 
or Judgment is paſt upon any inward Evil, or any outward Action of 
Evil, let Execution be ſpeedily done with the Livine Hammer, and 
the Living Sword, and the Living Stone; that the Living Fire may 
burn it up and confume it. - 

No Man after he hath beaten his Child; hateth him ever after- 
wards, but loveth him ( if herrepent and amends, fo doth the Frernal 
Father) and if the Child befallen down intothe Dirt, he doth not £0 
and tumble him more into the Dirt, or into the Ditch, and rhere let 
him lie in the Dirt and Ditch, but takes him..out, and waſhes him ;

And all them now, who 
deſpiſe Revelations, Inj por ations, Prophecies, Gifts, and T alents, they de- 
ſpiſe the Spirit of God and his Grfts.* | Such are neither Miniſters of 
God, or Chriſt, nor his Sons ; but are thei Sons of him' that is out 'of 
the true Spirit, that is.of God, in the Darkneſs, Babel and Confuſion ; who 
think they, can do great matters: with their Languages, and with them 
make a 'T rade of the Scriptares ; who cannot endure any People ſhould 
come to the Spirit, that gave them forth ; for none can-walk in the 
Spirit, that quenches it, and vexes and 'grieves it.

from the 7th to the 27th, and ſuffered her to ſpeak before the Head 
of the Church. | ;:

Some got the Form of Godlizeſs, and 
denied the Power ; and jome were Enemies to the Crols of Chriſt, the 
Power of God; others were getting another Goſpe/ than the Power of 
God, which brought them under.the Curfe ; others were ſpeaking 
the things of God, in the Words that Man's Wiſdom: taught them ; 
others their Faith was ſtanding in Words, and not in the Power of 
God; others their Faith was ſtanding in Paul,and «fog ere ſhould 
have ſtood in Chriff : Which grieved the Apoſtles, for their Faith 
ſhould have ſtood in Chriſt, whom they preached : Others with. good 
Words and fair Speeches deceived the Hearts of the Simple. 

And therefore, all they which preach'd Faith, and made ſhipwrack 
of Faith, was, and are ſtill denied : And all ſuch-as preach God: and 
Chriſt,and crucifies Chriſt to themſelves afre{h, and denies God in their 
Works, were then, and are denied. And all ſuchas preach the Liphr, 
and: walk in Darkneſs, and preach the Spirit ( the Fruits of which is 
Love and Peace } and are in S:rife and Enmity, were never owned by 
God, nor Chriſt, nor good Mey, though they may be called Chriſtians. 
And all ſuch as preach Liberty, and themſelves were Servants of Cor- 
ruption, were, and are {till denied. And all ſuch as cries Lora, Lord, 
and preaches Chriſt, Chriſt, and does not his Will, enters not into his 
Kingdom themſelves : And into it they can bring none, that do not 
go into it themſelves: Which Kingdom ſtands in Power, and in Joy 
and Peace in the Holy Ghoſt.

Now the Author of Confuſion, and not of Peace, is the God of 
the World, who abode not in the Truth, becauſe there is no Truth 
in him ; 42d when he ſpeaks 4 Lie, he ſpeaks of his own for he i a Liar, 
and the Father of it. 

Now the Jews, which did the God of the World's Lufts, and them 
called Chriſtians that do, were in Strife, Confuſion and Diſorder, 

For the Jews, they went out of the Order of Aaron and Moſes, 
going from the Spirit of God poured out upon the Houſe of Ijrael, 
and fo went from the Lord, and his Law, into Confuſion and Dif- 
order, which the living God of Truth was not the Author of. 

Allo the Chriſtians, who go from the Light, Grace, Truth, Power, 
Spirit, Goſpel and Faith, which Chriſt Jeſus 1s the Author of, they 
go from Chriſt and his Order, who was not made a Prieſt after the 
Order of Aaron, but after the Order of Melchizedeck, who was without 
beginning of Days, or end of Life ; an Everlaſting Order. | 

And ſuch go into Strife and Confuſion that go from Chriſt, which 
Chriſt and God is not the Author of, but the World's God, who got 
into Man and Woman by Tranſgrefſion and Diſobedience of the Com- 
mand of God ; who is the Author of Confuſion, Strife and Diſorder, in 
whom there is no Truth. For what Order can there be in the World's 
God, and amongſt his Subjects, in whom there is no Truth ? For 
in whom there 1s no Truth, there is no true Order ; and they that 
abide not in the Truth, Grace, Light, Spirit, Goſpel, Faith, and Word 
of Life, they abide not in the Order of God and Chriſt 

And ſuch will cry againſt the Order of the Truth, Light, Grace, 
Spirit, Goſpel, Faith, and Word of Life, which brings into the Or- 1 
der of Chriſt, and the Order of the Living Eternal God of Truth, 
who is a God of Order, and delights in Order, having Plealure in 
them that live in his Spirit, and Law of Life, and the Goſpel, and 
its Order : For Bleſſed is the Man that delights in the Law, or Order, of 
God; it was ſo under the Old Covenant: Much more Bleſſed is the 
Man or Woman that delights in the Law and Order of Love, and the 
Law and Order of Faith, and the Law and Orger of Life, and of the 
Goſpel, the Power of God. | 

And none keep the Law of Faith, but who keep in the Faith which 
Chriſt is the Author of, which works þy Love. And none keep the

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Law of Life, but who keep in the Law of the Spirit, and walk in it, - 1679

And 
therefore look into all your Hearts, and ſee if you can find any thing 
there, which is not corruptible, and to put off the old Man with his 
Deeds ; with the Luſt of the Fleſh, the Luſt of the Eye, and the

And this old Man delights in the glory of the World, which muſt
